Religious Teaching Is Not = 


By RAYMOND ARTHUR DAVIES 


Civil control of the Greek Orthodox Church in the Soviet is vested in a 
State Council which passes on or acts as an intermediary for higher 
authority on questions such as the establishment of churches, theological 
seminaries, etc. The head of this council outlined for Mr. Davies the 
present relationship between church and state in the Soviet Union. 

In the much discussed matter of religious education, he said that 
religion was barred from the schools but could be freely taught by parents 
or priests 

This is the first of two articles by Mr. Davies on religion in Russia
